Columbus, Dec 4> -Only y pet cent, 
of the people 
of the United 
States 
give their teeth proper attention. Only- 
one person in ten is not content to 
permit the mouth to remain unsani­ 
tary, a breeding place for thousands 
of germs. 
Seventh-ninths per cent 
of school 
children between the ages of 6 ana 
12 are dental cripples, with mouftrs 
that are often diseased and teeth that 
are mere germ incubators 
In 52 per 
cent of the cases of subnormal chil 
dren, the cause is bad teeth. 
Children with decayed teeth and un­ 
clean mouths require from five to six 
months longer to complete a school 
cirriculum of eight grades 
than 
do 
children with clean mouths. 
These facts, which have been work­ 
ed out by investigators in the field o f 
dental hygiene will be given caref il 
onsideration in Columbus this week 
at. the fiftieth annual meeting of the 
Ohio ¿»tate Dental 
society,

opens Tuesday. 
Leaders in the ora] hygiene move­ 
ment in Ohio state that a state wide
